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A.B. 199 (CRC’s legislation to amend NRS 
704.787) was signed into law by Governor 
Brian Sandoval on Friday, May 24, 2013.    

This legislation, among other things, adds 
new Hoover contractors receiving allocations 
under the Hoover Power Allocation Act of 
2011 (2011 HPAA) to the list of customers 
the CRC can serve under NRS 704.787,  
without becoming subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Public Utilities Commission of Nevada.  

NRS 704.787, as amended, also impos-
es limits on the CRC’s new authority in-
cluding a minimum load of 1 MW, and 
imposes obligations on customers receiv-
ing Hoover power for the first time who 
are located in NV Energy’s service terri-
tory. 

The CRC will hold future public work-
shops and public meetings, and initiate 
rulemaking and allocation proceedings 
to implement the provisions of NRS 
704.787, as amended and the 2011 
HPAA.
